DEAR MR. MINISTER: 

I WELCOMED THE OPPORTUNITY TO TALK WITH YOU BY TELEPHONE, 

EARLIER THIS WEEK. AND I HOPE WE WILL HAVE THE CHANCE TO 
SPEAK AGAIN SOON. I WOULD LIKE TO PROPOSE THAT THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL MEET AT THE MINISTERIAL LEVEL IN NEW YORK 
ON THURSDAY. NOVEMBER 29. 

ENCLOSED IS THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WE DISCUSSED IN OUR

HAVE DISCUSSED, THE PURPOSE OF THAT RESOLUTION IS TO 
IMPROYE PROSPECTS FOR PEACEFUL RESOLUTION OF THIS CRISIS 
BY DEMONSTRATING OUR RESOLVE TO IMPLEMENT FULLY THE 
MEASURES ALREADY TAKEN BY THE COUNCIL. 

I' HAVE INSTRUCTED AMBASSADOR PICKERING TO ASK FOR A 
MEETING OF THE PERMANENT MEMBERS OF THE -COUNCIL SUNDAY. 
NOVEMBER 25. MY HOPE IS THAT. WITH CONSENSUS AMONG THE 
FIVE. THE PROPOSED TEXT MAY BE CIRCULATED TO THE OTHER 
MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL THAT SAME NIGHT. 

YOUR PRESENCE IN NEW YORK ON THURSDAY IS PARTICULARLY 
IMPORTANT AS IT WILL DEMONSTRATE CLEARLY THAT THE 
PERMANENT MEMBERS AND THE COUNCIL ARE UNITED IN THEIR 
INSISTENCE THAT IRAO COMPLY FULLY WITH THE TEN RESOLUTIONS
